Ten will vie 
for 4-H queen

Salaried workers in supervisory and non- 
supervisory positions at Romulus City Hall 
have voted overwhelmingly to join the 
American Federation of State County and 
Municipal Employees (AFSCME) union. 

The balloting, which was held at Romulus 
High School July 20, resulted in a 31-3 af- 
firmative decision Voting took place at the 
high school because Mayor James C. Stewart 
wouldn’t let the city employees hold the 
election at city hall, according to a union 
spokesman. 

“We couldn't believe it and we don’t think 
the state could either, when Stewart wouldn’t 
let us hold the election at city hall,” said 
Michael Herman, newly-elected chief 
steward of the salaried employees’ union. 

“So we found the high school to be an ac- 
ceptable alternative.” 

Herman, who is director of water and sewer 
billing, said it was very ironic that Stewart 
wouldn’t let the election be hdld at city hall. 

“Mayor Stewart is not the reason for us 
forming the union,” Herman said. “In fact, 
just about every salaried employee I’ve 
talked to thinks he has treated us more than 


fair and we have good working relationship 
with him.” 

Herman said (here were three basic 
reasons for salaried city employees forming 
their own union — security in their jobs, 
comparable pay with neighboring cities and 
City Council’s seeming insensitivity to their 
financial needs. 

“Although Mayor Stewart has treated us 
very well, we had no job security at all,” 
Herman pointed out. “Not only that, our 
salaries are much lower in Romulus than in 
comparable jobs in surrounding communities 
and it’s very discouraging.” 

Stewart challenged seme of the positions 
that wanted to be included in the union. So 
far, the only employee positions not covered 
by the union are the mayor’s secretary, the 
City Council secretary, the Personnel 
Director and Personnel clerk. 

A meeting was held last Wednesday to elect 
officers of the new AFSCME union. Besides 
Herman being voted chief steward, Ed Fall, 
director of the Building Dept., was elected 
alternate steward; purchasing director Ray 
Cantrell was chosen chairman; and Joyce 
Palmer, of the Neighborhood Community 
Center in Meadows subdivision, was named 
secretary.

The 32-year-old candidate for City 
Council has been disqualified because he 
has only 99 valid petition signatures — one 
less than the 100 needed. 

Actually, Thomas, of 36231 Vinewood, 
turned in 113 signatures but 14 were not 
valid, the City Clerk’s office reported 
Monday. 

“We checked and double* checked,” said 
Deputy Clerk Thelma Shivel, “but Mr. 
Thomas' petitions contained an in- 
sufficient number of registered voter 
signatures to qualify.”

In the mayor’s race, incumbent James C. 
Stewart, former mayor Terry L. Troutt and 
present Councilman William Oakley will 
square off in the primary with the top two 
vote-getters clashing again in the general 
election. 

Because there are only two candidates for 
City Clerk and Treasurer positions, there will 
be no primary for those offices. 

Seven-year incumbent Leonard J. Folmar 
is being challenged by Gerald Kublak, 
director of public safety, for the clerk’s Job. 

Incumbent John B. Lewkowicz will face 
Finance Director Helen Gallien for the 
treasurer's position. 

Meanwhile, Romulus voters will be faced 
with a long list of council hopefuls. 

Included in the list are five incumbents 
seeking re-election — Council President 
Gervazio Canejo, Fred J. Block, Robert H. 
Martin, Beverly McAnally and Jimmie C. 
Raspberry. 

Others seeking a seat on the council include 
Brooker R. Edwards; David A. Ferdon; 
James Lowe; Mary Ann Banks, Gary Lee 
Bingamen, Mary Louise Cater, Robert N. 
Knight, Bruce R. Jones, John R. Ryznar, 
Harry W. Nelson. 

Also seeking a council seat are Barry 
Bauman, Joseph Hardy Willcockson, Daniel 
Doss, Arthur J. Golden, Ray Cantrell, Ed- 
mund Bizek, Jr., Gerald W. Budd, and 
Patrick G. Vallely. 

Voters will also be faced with a referendum 
on the primary ballot whether to double all 
elected officials’ terms from two to four 
years. 

If the proposal passes, the mayor, treasurer 
and four council candidates receiving the 
most votes would begin four-year terms. 

The city clerk and remaining three elected 
council members would each serve two-year 
terms. After that, each position would be 
filled every four years. 

Defer tax 
for eligible 


There are many residents in Romulus who 
have until Feb. 15 to pay their summer taxes. 
But they must apply for the deferment by 
Sept. 30of this year at the City Tax Assessor’s 
office, according to Deputy Treasurer Pat 
Geldmacher. 

The Michigan income tax law was recently 
amended to allow certain homeowners to 
claim a deferment on their summer taxes. 
The deferment may be claimed by senior 
citizens, paraplegics, quadriplegics, eligible 
servicemen, eligible widows and blind per- 
sons. 

A senior citizen is defined as an individual 
who has reached the age cf 65, or a husband 
and wife, one of which has reached the age of 
65 by the end of the tax year, and a surviving 
spouse of a person who died after reaching the 
age of 65. 

A paraplegic or quadriplegic must have 
partial or complete loss of the use of both legs 
or both arms and both legs to qualify, ac- 
cording to the newly amended law 

For an application or further information, 
residents may contact the City Assessor’s 
office at 941-0666, ext. 21, 22, or 23. Assessor 
Dave Krause said his office will be glad to 
help anyone who requests assistance.

Insurance firms shun many cities

Cities and other municipalities are 
becoming “off limits” for insurance com- 
panies 

More and more cities, like Romulus, are 
finding it harder and harder to get insurance 
coverage and are in danger of being dropped 
by their present companies. 

Romulus had its city fleet insurance can- 
celled by Citizen’s Insirance Company of 
America on June 23 and had to take out a 
policy with Michigan Automobile Insurance 
Placement Facility, an assigned pool for 
high-risk drivers The fleet insurance covered 
all city vehicles, except 11 privately driven 
city -owned cars. 

TTie new high-risk policy is much costlier, 
but no other insurance companies want to 
cover the City of Romulus with fleet in- 
surance 

“One company is interested but is moving 
very methodically,” said City Clerk Leonard 
J. Folmar. who has been advertising for city 
insurance with no results, “we sent out 30 


letters to insurance agencies and only got two 
responses — and those two didn’t list fleet 
insurance. 

Folmar, who is president of Wayne County 
Municipal and Township Clerk’s 

Association, has dealings with many other 
cities in the state 

“Insurance companies are Withdrawing 
from liability coverage,” he said. “Although 
Romulus definitely has a problem with get 
ting insurance coverage, you can’t confine it 
to one community. Courts are saying now that 
cities and governmental agencies are not 
exempt from lawsuits anymore 

“This is a mounting problem but the 
“crunch” has not hit yet. 1 did a survey 
recently and two other communities have 
been given notice by their insurance com- 
panies that they w r fll be dropped.” said 
Folmar, who has recently been appointed to 
the legislative committee of International 
Institute of Municipal Clerks, a national 
associabon with members in 10 other con- 
tries 

In a related matter, the police departments 


of Hazel Park and Clinton Township had 
trouble getting insurance coverage recently 
because of liability problems Hazel Park 
managed to keep its insurance — at double 
the cost — and Clinton Township was “kept 
on” for 30 days until they could find another 
insurance company to cover them 
While police are finding it almost im- 
possible to get insurance coverage against 
false-arrest suits and other liability claims, 
cities are also findiig it increasingly difficult 
to get fleet insurance to cover their vehicles 
The insurance company which dropped its 
fleet coverage on Romulus vehicles in June, 
cited the poor personal driving records of 
some city workers as the reason 

“There were 20 employees the insurance 
company identified as having driving 
problems,” Folmar explained Most of these 
drivers with poor records worked in the 
Department of Public Works, an insurance 
company spokesman said. 

“According to the uniai contract, never 
before had the employee s personal driver’s 
record had anything to do with employment ” 


Folmar added “Unless, of course, it had 
been suspended or revoked The City o( 
Romulus had no provisions in the contract 
where it could take any action unless the 
employee’s license was suspended or 
revoked ” 

In January, Romulus instituted a driver’s 
training program and wanted to make it 
mandatory for all employees who drove city 
vehicles to participate "But the union filed a 
grievance that the contract would include 
employees’ personal driving records,” 
Folmar said. 

The Teamsters Union, which represents 
the Romulus DPW workers, contends that the 
poor driving records of the city employees is 
with their personal cars a nd not while driving 
city-<wned vehicles 

However, the insurance company 
spokesman countered by saying that if an 
employee had an accident while driving a 
city-owned vehicle, his personal driving 
record would not brought to light and the 
company wouldn't stand a chance of winning 
the court case

run into. Today there are so many 
different businesses that sell CB 
radios, the choices are endless. 

First of all try to go to a store that 
specializes in CB radio and radio 
equipment. Look to see if they 
display their merchandise and 
maybe even have working models on 
the floor that you can try out. Why 
buy something in a sealed carton 
that you know nothing a bout? Goto a 
store that can assist you with your 
choice and can also back up their 
merchandise. Check out all the 
prices of the units, but don’t let price 
be your guide. 

There are numerous hardware, 
drug and department stores selling 
CBs and they sell them at a decent 
price, but when a problem arises 
with the unit, you run into problems. 
The manager of a drug store just 
isn’t equipped to work on your radio 
in the back room. To these type of 
stores CB radios are just another 
item. If they stopped selling CBs 
tomorrow, it wouldn’t put a dent in 
their business. 

Look for a good CB specialty shop. 
They might be a little higher priced, 
but the service is of a much higher 
quality and you will find the 
equipment performance rated much 
higher. 

Another advantage of dealing with 


a CB specialty shop is the amount of 
merchandise in stock. You won’t be 
sold a trunk lip antenna for your 
hatch-back car. • 

The next two headaches you run 
into are installation and SWR 
match. Your general merchandise 
stores will more than likely tell you 
that you need to have an SWR meter 
in order to install your set Sure, it’s 
true that it’s nice to own one, but it’s 
not mandatory. Any good CB shop 
will match your antenna or possibly 
loan a meter to you. 

Some CB shops even offer a walk- 
in service to CBers who need minor 
repairs or adjustments done to their 
sets. There might be a modest 
charge for the service but you can 
generally have the job done within 
an hour’s time. It sure beats having 
your radio tied up for a few days, or 
even weeks. One other thing to 
consider would be purchasing a 
power mike in a general mer- 
chandise store. Who installs the 
connector? 

You’re not just an average 
customer while you’re shopping in a 
CB speciality shop. You are, and 
should be, given special attention to 
your needs. 

In a specialty shop you might 
receive free advice and even quick 
checks on your radio, but don’t

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Seniors get 'boost' 
with winter fuel bills 


Last winter’s bitter cold temperatures gave 
everyone excessively high heating bills. 
Especially hard hit were senior citizens on 
fixed incomes. 

Now, however, comes a small ray of sun- 
shine in die form of a $50 rebate for certain 
Romulus senior citizens who qualify. Some 
eligible seniors can even have up to $250 paid 
on outstanding current heat bills. 

But applications for the rebate and 
payment must be submitted to the Depart- 
ment of Social Services (DSS) in Lansing no 
later than Aug. 15. 

As a result of a Congressional Crisis In- 
tervention Program, $13.3 million is available 
to Michigan senior citizens, according to Beth 
Spencer, director of senior citizen’s chore 
services program in Romulus. 

“More than 800,000 applications already 
have been mailed to recipients of Sup- 
plemental Social Security, property tax 
credits and those who have utility bills in 
arrears,” Miss Spencer said. 

Rebates of $50 per household will be 
returned to those seniors whose heating bills 
are current, and outstanding bills to a 
maximum of $250 will be paid to the utility 
companies for other eligible seniors. 


"I think that it’s something senior citizens 
really need and I hope everyone eligible takes 
advantage of the program,” she said. 

The senior citizen’s Chore Program 
Director said she has applications available 
at the Romulus Hefc center, 35085 Goddard 
Road, just east of Wayne Road, and will be 
glad to assist everyone who requests in- 
formation. She can.be reached at 941-7970 
between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m. daily. 

She urged all senior citizens to check and 
see if they are eligible for the rebate. 

If you are 65 years of age or older and your 
yearly income does not exceed $3,713 for one 
person ($4,913 for two people), you are 
eligible, she said. 

Because there is so little time to implement 
the program, the Office of Services to the 
Aging and Community Action Agencies want 
to get the information out as quickly as 
possible. The program will be administered 
by the DSS with the help of the two other 
agencies. 

Congress inaugurated the “Special Crisis 
Intervention Program” to provide funds to 
relieve part of the energy cost burden on 
domestic households brought on by last 
winter’s excessively high fuel bills. 

The funds have been available for two 


months, but the submitting of a state ap- 
plication was held up waiting the im- 
plementation of federal regulations. 

To receive assistance under the program, 
individuals are required to file an application 
form with the DSS. The majority of potential 
participants will be identified by using 
existing records of SSI and property tax 
credit recipients. These persons will 
automatically be mailed an application form. 

Also, Michigan energy suppliers will 
provide the DSS with a list of all persons in 
arrears, and persons identified as in arrears 
will be mailed an application. 

Using these two master lists, a large 
mailing of applications was sent out July 15. 
Persons filing for the program may either 
return the application by mail or in person to 
the local DSS office. 

All applications must be returned by Aug. 
15 under the proposed program. 

The State Legislature is currently studying 
several plans to alleviate the crunch of high 
fuel costs to senior citizens living on fixed 
incomes.

There was music, special refreshments and 
a door prize for the seniors at Monday’s 
lunch. Elected officials dressed up in aprons

Barr had urged officials to invite any others 
who could be i nf luential in spreading the word 
of the free hot lunch program to those who 
would benefit He reminded everyone that 
each center also provides other services such 
as transportation, health screening, coun- 
seling, shopping and legal assistance as well 
as recreation 

“It would be a shame if the program was 
hindered by lack of participation,” Rasp- 
berry said. “I think we should do everything 
we can for our senior citizens and this is a 
program that is of the utmost importance.”

Avery 'clarifies' 
abstention vote 


Romulus school board newcomer Wayne 
Avery wants to clarify the record. 

“It was stated that the vote to hold the 
September millage election was 6-1, with 
Gordon Silvy casting the only negative vote,” 
he said. “At first it was reported at the board 
meeting that it was 7-0 in favor. But Silvey 
did vote no, and I abstained.” It was reported 
to The Roman that the vote was 6-1. 

Avery explained the reason for his ab- 
stention 

“Basically, if we’re going to have the 
election, we should tell the people where the 
money is going. I feel we should tell them 
exactly where the money is being spent,” he 
said. 

The newly-elected board member said he 
was not against the millage election. 

“It’s not that I’m against the idea of a 
millage election, but with the contracts not 
settled yet, it’s impossible to tell where the 
money will be going. I guess it was my form of 
protest,” he admitted. “If there’s one thine 
I’ve heard over the past year or two, it’s the 
fact that people don’t know where the school 
board is spending the funds, and I’m for 
letting them know exactly how we plan to 
spend the money and let them decide whether 
they want to approve it or not. 


At last week's board meeting, Avery voted 
against reducing students* instruction to half- 
day sessions. 

“I don’t think it’s fair to the kids. Two and a 
half hours a day is not much better than 
nothing at all. It wouldn’t hurt some of the 
kids, but it would effect many, especially 
some of the slower learners,” he added. 

Avery advocates closing some of the 
schools entirely and even selling some of 
them. He mentioned Harrison and Romulus 
Elementary schools as an example. 

“RomuTUs Elementary school would make 
an ideal senior citizen’s center in the heart of 
town.” he emphasized. 

He pointed out the small enrollment at 
some the* schools and said it was a shame to 
keep them open for such a few students. 

“The school board voted to close Gordonier 
a year or two ago, but after much noise and 
protest by the PTA, the board reversed its 
decision,” Avery said. 

He’d like to see the sixth grade students put 
into the junior high schools and combining 
elementary students from other schools. 

“This would permit us to gradually close 
some of the elementary schools, thus saving 
on maintenance,” he added.

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Biking in Michigan 


134 -mile tour links three college towns 


(This is the ninth in a series of 15 
weekly articles on bicycle touring 
through Michigan. These features 
are designed to encourage Michigan 
tourism and promote bicycling near 
population centers.) 

A 134-mile bicycle tour linking 
three college towns and a Lake Erie 


port city passes through rich farm- 
land and along shady small town 
streets, according to Automobile 
Club of Michigan. 

The entire trip through Ypsilanti, 
Ann Arbor, Adrian and Monroe 
offers good roads, a variety of rural 
and urban scenery and interesting 
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stops en route. There are city parks 
for rest stops along the way, plus 
motels and Sterling State Park near 
Monroe for camping. 

Cyclists who head north on Huron 
Road at Michigan Avenue in Yp- 
silanti parallel the Huron River. 
Behind Ypsilanti’s City Hall and 
historical museum is Riverside 
Park, with rest rooms and picnic 
tables. Eastern Michigan University 
and Rynearson Stadium are on the 
right a mile farther along North 
Huron Road. 

Watch for Superior Street and 
turn right one mile to Geddes Road, 
which becomes Fuller Road after a 
3-mile stretch along the Huron 
River. City Park is on the right off 
Geddes. and Gallup Park and the 
Nichols Arboretum are across the 
river, south of Fuller. Across the 
Huron River via the Huron Parkway 
bridge to reach them. 

The tour continues west on Fuller 
and jogs north a block on Oakway to 
combined Glacier Way and Fuller. 
Take Glen and Catherine streets into 
downtown Ann Arbor and past the 
University of Michigan campus. 
Turn left off Catherine onto Main 
Street to pass the world’s largest 
stadium on the U-M campus. Ann 
Arbor-Saline Road angles off Main 
Street to the right a mile past the 
stadium and heads out of town. 

Points of special interest in Ann 
Arbor are the Matthaei Botanical 
Gardens, north of Geddes on Dix- 
boro Road, with an indoor garden 
and displays along outdoor nature 
trails and the University Exhibit 
Museum on Washtenaw at North 
University, where fossils, minerals 
and wildlife exhibits draw thousands 
of persons each year. 

Adrain is 45 miles from Ann Ar- 
bor, via Ann Arbor-Saline Road to 
Wagner, then south a short distance 
to Pleasant Lake Road and west 
another 13 miles through verdant 
farmland to M-52. 

The trip south on M-52 rolls along 
23 miles of farms and fields and 
passes through Manchester. That 
picturesque town has shady streets, 
old homes and a downtown area with 
several pre-Civil War buildings. 
Carr Park, on the River Raisn, is a 
good spot for a rest or a picnic. 
Mann’s Feed Mill, which still grinds 
grain using water power from the 
river, dates from 1832. 

Adrian, 2d miles south on M-52, 
combines agriculture and industry. 
A General Motors Chevrolet 


Division plant, a facility of 
American Chain and Cable and 
several smaller plants contrast with 
well-kept farms producing com and 
soybeans. Cyclists will find Island 
and Riverside parks convenient for 
rest stops. 

Adrian College boasts a scenic 
mall, a 55-bell c aril on tower and 
chapel and walkways to take 
cyclists on a tour of the campus. 

A 36-mile bike ride from Adrian to 
Monroe leaves Adrian on Siena 
Heights Drive. Siena Heights 
College at the edge of town is liberal 
arts school run by the Dominican 
Sisters. The Motherhouse of the 
Adrian Congregation, which is part 
of the complex, dates from 1886. 

Following Oakwood and Laberdee 
roads to Rogers Highway, jog left to 
Holloway, then right on Holloway to 
Ridge Road for a 4-mile ride to join 
eastbound M-50. * 

M-50 leads into Monroe, a distance 
of 24 miles, passing through Dundee. 
At Dundee, a shady park on the 
River Raisin with picnic tables is a 
good place to stop for rest and a 
snack. 

M-50 enters Monroe via Elm 
Street. Cyclists who follow M-50 and 
North Dixie. Highway go to State 
Park Road and Sterling State Park, 
a 997-acre facility on Lake Erie at 
the north edge of Monroe, with 
beach, picnic and overnight cam- 
ping accommodations. 

The Monroe County Historical 
Museum on South Monroe Street in 
Monroe contains displays of early 
Frenchtown days, the area’s Indian 
heritage and an extensive exhibit 
concerning Gen. George Armstrong 
Custer, a one-time Monroe resident 
and famed Indian fighter who fought 
at the Battle of Little Big Horn. 

The cycle trip from Monroe back 
to Ypsilanti covers 38 miles of farm 
country and passes through the 
villages of Maybee and Oakville. 
Leave Monroe on M-125 (Monroe 
Street). Turn left on Stewart to 
Steffes, jogging right to Blue Bush 
Road 

Beyond Maybee, head north on 
Palmer Road to connect with Stony 
Creek Road and Oakville Road 
leading into Oakville. At Oakville, 
head north on Whittaker Road 15 
miles to Ypsilanti, connecting with 
Huron Road there. 

Bicyclists should pace themselves 
according to their ability. The 
League of American Wheelmen 
estimates the average bicyclist can 
cover 35 to 50 miles a day with ease. 
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College towns, rivers, farm country and a glimpse of Lake Erie await 
bicyclists along a 134-mile circle tour linking Ypsilanti, Ann Arbor, 
Adrian and Monroe. Starting along the Huron River at Ypsilanti, the 
route passes Eastern Michigan University and goes through the Univer- 
sity of Michigan campus at Ann Arbor. Other colleges en route are 
Adrian and Siena Heights. They are both at Adrian. A bicycle trail be- 
tween Ypsilanti and Ann Arbor follows Glocier Way along the Huron 
River and through Nichols Arboretum. The campuses of Eastern Mich- 
igan University, the U. of M. and Adrian College are ideal for cycling. 
Automobile Club of Michigan points out that there are city parks for 
rest stops all along the way, plus motels and lodges for overnight stops. 
Sterling State Park, on Lake Erie at Monroe, is the only campground 
with overnight facilities. The 997-acre park boasts a beach, picnic 
grounds and 192 campsites.

good transportation. 

Failure on the part of any transit 
company or authority using 
governmental funds is in violation of 
Section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act 
and is spelled out in Section 16 (a) of 
the UMTA. 

Basically, handicapped people 
want to travel when they want to 
work, to be educated or just have the 
right to travel when they wish. 
There is a need for both systems of 
transportation, the dial-a-ride and 
the regular transit system. There is 
federal legislative precedence for 
the travel of the handicapped 
people. 

The Civil Rights, along with 
human rights for all people, is going 
to be the biggest test this nation has 
ever seen. In our country, most 
human rights find their specificity in 
the Civil Rights, based in federal 
and state constitutions and statutory 
provisions. A civil, or legal, right is 
one which may be ultimately en- 
forced in a court of la w. I refer to the 
United Nations General Assembly 
on Dec. 9, 1975, adopted the 

Declaration on the Rights of 
Disabled Persons. 

The Michigan Legislative Council 
Organization for the Handicapped 
has established, within the council, 
several important committees with 
outstanding leadership to aid the 
elderly and the handicapped. The 
committees are a Legal Committee 
to expose any organization who 
shall use the name of the han- 
dicapped and-or disabled to benefit 
private interests or groups in the 
name of the handicapped. The 
protection of the rights of the han- 
dicapped are not spelled out in the 
federal acts, but, kfective June 1, 
1977, the Michigan Handicappers 
Civil Rights Act became law. The 
council has setup a Committee on 
Housing, Civil Rights, Job 
Placement, Rehabilitation, Legal 
Investigations, Veterans, Education 
and Health, Welfare and Senior 
Citizens. 

Most handicapped individuals 
want to be self-productive and on the 
payrolls and not on disability 
checks. Rehabilitation is a dynamic 
process of the re-establishment of 
the disabled person’s capacity to 
sense and participate in his or her 
environment and communicate with

others. To adapt to the physical 
world, which includes ability to 
tolerate physical energy ex- 
penditure, while resuming activities 
of daily living. There is need to 
further emphasize the role of 
comprehensive rehabilitation 
programs to maximize independent 
function, educational achievement, 
job opportunity and social ac- 
ceptance as the right of all han- 
dicapped persons. 

I strongly urge the Executive 
Office and the Congress to begin a 
new White House Conference now, to 
outdown on all of the mass paper 


work that came out of the 1977 
Conference; that each state bring a 
final draft one week before the 
conference to workout before the 
opening day of the White House 
Conference for it’s adoption and 
recommendations to the Congress 
and the Executive Branch 


Finally, may weaD work together 
towards the needs of all han- 
dicapped. by bringing together a 
common goal in employment, 
rehabilitation and in living con- 
ditions. Then, and only then, can we 
look towards a dynamic future for 
all Americans.

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From the Editor: 


How to get your story in the paper 


How does one go about getting a 
news item published in the paper? 
A common question asked by 
hundreds of individuals and groups 
throughout the community. 

Because the question has been 
asked so frequently in the past, and 
will probably be asked again in the 
future, Associated Newspapers is 
devoting this space to a detailed 
explanation of how to improve the 
odds that your story will make the 
pages of your newspaper. 

A community group or civic 
organization should suggest that 
the group give one person the 
responsibility of dealing with the 
paper. That person should come 
into the office and discuss with the 
news editor, the paper's deadline 
for news items in your community, 
the type of photographs suitable for 
inclusion in the paper, and the 
identifying information for 
photographs. 


In addition, the person delegated 
the responsibility for working with 
the paper should make an attempt 
to gain an understanding of 
procedures employed by the 
newspaper. 

An individual who wishes to 
place an item in the paper should 
also contact the news editor for 
deadlines and the proper 
procedures for preparing news 
material and photos for sub- 
mission. 

In general, any item submitted to 
your paper will have a better 
chance of getting in if a few simple 
guidelines are followed. 

Always type submitted material, 
if possible. It is time-consuming- 
and costly for the newspaper to 
type material that Is submitted in 
handwritten form. In addition, 
some people write illegibly and it is 
almost impossible to read their 
writing.

Many Americans of today have 
forgotten how to say that all-powerful 
word - “no.” 

Conditions that now exist in our nation, 
some of which leave much to be desired, 
stem from the pendulum’s swing away 
from the conservative to the liberal point 
of view, shared by many segments of our 
today's society.

In schools, Sunday schools, the courts, 
the home, at work — just about 
everywhere — discipline is lie and they 
are allowed to do just about what they 
please. Almost any kind of dress or attire 
is permitted in schools and at home If they 
come to work late, it's okay because the 
employer fears he may be sued for in- 
fringing on his employe’s dvil rights! The 
family pastor, swept up in the ever- 
growing wave of liberalism, is often loath 
to lay down the law in Sunday school or 
church for fear the equally liberal parents 
will leave his congregation 


In the classroom, grading standards 
have been lowered to the point where an 
imbecile can get passing marks. The idea 
of flunking any student is almost unheard 
of.

When typing information for the 
story, start the story down In the 
middle of the first sheet of paper. 
By leaving the top half of the sheet 
blank, the editor has space to In- 
struct the typesetters on how to set 
the story. The space at the top of 
the paper will also be used to in- 
struct the composition department 
on what page the material will be 
printed. 

Again, if material is typed, it 
should be triple spaced. This will 
allow the editor to correct spelling 
and- grammatical errors. Single- 
spaced letters do not provide any 
space for those corrections. 

If the material is submitted 
handwritten, it should also be 
triple-spaced on lined paper, and 
the material should be printed 
rather than written. 

Handwritten stories that are 
submitted single spaced must 
always be typed by the editorial 
staff prior to printing. This ad- 
ditional effort will require more 


time by the paper, and con- 
sequently, the article may appear 
late in the paper. 

Photographs which accompany 
any news item submitted to the 
paper should be black and white, no 
smaller than two inches square or 
larger than 8 by 10 inches. All 
photographs should have the name 
of the subjects printed on the back, 
and also the name of the person 
they are to be returned to. 

Color photographs sometimes 
can be used, but may be rejected 
by the photo editor, if he believes 
they will not reproduce properly. 

If a photograph Is necessary to 
properly support the news item 
sent in, a call well In advance of the 
activity should be made to request 
that a photographer be assigned. 
While it is impossible for the paper 
to assign a photographer to all the 
requested events, we will make 
every effort to cover events of a 
broad general news interest. 

These few simple guidelines will 
considerably improve the chances 


of a submitted story making It into 
the paper. 

While we are dedicated to ser- 
ving the community. It only stands 
to reason that articles properly 
prepared will be handled the 
fastest. However, there are times 
when we will have no one available 
for handling those articles that 
may require special treatment. 

Never request that your news 
item be taken over the phone. This 
practice leads to errors and if the 
article is worth printing, it is worth 
printing properly. 

Clip this article from the paper 
and keep it handy for those times 
when you might wish to submit an 
article for the paper. 

By following these guidelines, 
you will make our job easier and 
your article better. 

We are standing by waiting to 
hear from you. 

Working together, we can build a 
better community.

Vacation mental health

Back to mental health If my personal 
definition of mental health is to be im- 
plemented, then I’m convinced that I must 
be honest and speak my mind Thus, as the 
practice session wore on, I found myself 
snickering from time to time and voicing my 
criticism toward what I clearly recognized 
as ineptitude among many of the Viking 
stalwarts. 

I took a breather to rest my overworked 
lungs, and glanced at a gigantic, muscular 
Arian standing next to me. As I patched, he 
reached down into a tub filled with ice and 
bottled beer and withdrew a bottle of Grain 
Belt (a favorite in the North country).

I did manage to show excellent speed and 
footwork in disappearing through the throng 
and making my way back to my mother in 
law’s house. Now, I could regain a healthy 
mental condition. 

The flight back to Michigan was ac- 
complished at nighttime. We were aided by 
what we used to caD a bomber’s moon when 
I was in Korea several centuries ago. The 
view at night is breathtaking. Little towns 
and cities appear as pinholes of light against 
a pitch black backdrop. Bigger cities 
sparkle in the dark, while large cities glow 
as beacons in the night.

The conversation in the cab concerns 
itself with our lack of agreement on 
precisely what we could see and identify as 
we were approaching Metro. 

We agreed that the Detroit River is ob- 
vious — you can see it working its way from 
Lake St. Clair past Belle Isle to Grosse Isle 
to Lake Erie. 

Cities on either side of the river cast 
curious and beautiful images on the water. 
It seems that the Canadian cities, even on a 
Thursday night, are not as active as the 
American cities. (Is it true that Windsor 
rolls up its sidewalks at 8 p m.?).. Donna 
insisted she could pick out the Algiers Drive- 
in Theatre in Westland, while it was my 
position that she was really looking at the 
Detroit Race Course in Livonia. 

Such discussions, especially when you 
know down deep in your heart that you are 
ultimately to lose the debate, do little for 
one’s mental health. 

We have just completed existing in a 
period of pure nonchalance, but curiously 
enough, we agree that to live the life of the

The lint and fuzziness have been 
purged from our head, and we are in fact 
now ready to get back to the very important 
obligation (privilege?) of earning a living.

Tough deliberations gain budget agreement 


Prior to adjourning for the summer, the 
Michigan Legislature struggled with 
relative success to reach a tentative 
agreement on the 1977-78 budget for the 
State of Michigan. TTirough intense 
deliberations and cooperation on the part of 
the Governor’s staff, members of the House 
and my fellow Senators we were able to 
agree on a budget that will allow us to 
continue providing the services people of 
Michigan have come to expect. In addition, 
the 1977-78 budget will allow the Legislature 
to better plan for Michigan’s future. By 
looking ahead we can assure Michigan 
residents that the services available today 
will also be available tomorrow when 
Michigan’s economy might be dimmed by 
falling revenues. 

While the budget has not been signed into 
law because of stalemates over the Detroit 
freeway patrol issue and the transportation 
budget, the Legislature has established a 
solid financial plan that I believe will prove 


to be responsible and efficient. 

My optimism over the legislature’s work 
stems from the budget stabilization fund 
incorporated into the 1977-78 financial 
picture and the $75 million we subsequently 
appropriated to that fund The concept of a 
budget stabilization fund is a new one for 
Michigan which historically has been 
required to approve a balanced budget. 
However, in recent years when unem- 
ployment rates rose and personal income 
decreased Michigan experienced serious 
cash flow problems that in many cases 
jeopardized state supported services. 

With this new “rainy day’’ fund Michigan 
can place revenues aside during peak 
economic periods, invest those funds, and 
use them to offset falling revenues during 
any period of economic uncertainty we 
might experience in the future. 

During the final 37 -hour marathon session 
the House and Senate reached agreements 
on a number of budgets including the budget 


for Grants and Transfers at $655.6 million; 
Social Services at $2,346.3 million; General 
Government expenditures at $251.7 million; 
and Mental Health at $383.7 million. 

Also approved and sent to the Governor 
was a bill for the K-12 Education programs 
Not only will this budget provide an 
estimated $986.5 million in guaranteed state 
aid to local districts but it will expand 
funding for declining enrollments. Through 
this concept, which I sponsored last year, 
school districts losing state aid because of 
declining enrollments will receive ad- 
ditional funding to help them meet fixed 
costs. The 1977-78 budget will provide $6 
million in this area as opposed to the $2 
million recommended by the Governor. 

The obvious problem still to be resolved 
by the Legislature and the Governor is the 
police patrol of Detroit area freeways. The 
question is whether the State Police 
troopers will continue to patrol Detroit area 
freeways, or, whether the Wayne County

HOW Opposed to Sex education Thanks, Jim 


Open Letter to the Editor: 

Our organization and other groups as 
well as many individuals, concerned 
parents and teachers oppose the passage 
of House Bill No. 4425 which would allow 
the teaching of birth control in the public 
schools. 

As you know, sex education is already 
included in the Michigan school 
curriculum. The material prepared by the 
Michigan Department of Education in 
1974 entitled Minimum Performance 
Objectives for Health Education in 
Michigan states “after the sixth grade 
students will identify changes in feeling 
and emotions which occur during 
adolescence (feelings of strong affection, 
attraction to opposite sex, new relation- 
ships and problems developed, possible 
desire to masturbate.” (p. 49) Under the 
title “Sexual Behavior” the same source 
states, “By the end of the ninth grade 
students will demonstrate knowledge of 
problems and consequences which may be 
associated with masturbation, 
homosexuality, illigitimacy, prostitution 
and venereal disease.” 

Many parents and educators feel that 
this is more than enough and has not 
solved problems. It is important to note 
that since the early 60s the “experts” have 
been telling us that students need sex 
education in the schools. Yet the alarming 
increase in sexual activities, pregnancies, 
abortions, and VD rate increase parallel 
the introduction of sex education classes. 

We feel that sex education in the public 
schools may be the problem, in some 
cases, not the solution. 

Now House Bill No. 4425 would even 
bring into the classrooms materials such 
as the I.U.D., condoms, the pill, rhythm 
charts, spermicidal cream, foams, all 
chemical contraceptives, sterilization, etc. 
Those who promote the teaching of birth 
control in the schools say that the family is 
not doing a good job of teaching their 
children about sex so the schools must 
assume the responsibility and do the job. 
But let’s look at the record. 

In December, 1975 NEWSWEEK in- 
dicted the U.S. educational system for 
“spawning a generation of semi literates, 
A Detroit Free Press* article (April 15, 77) 
stated “Ten percent of the freshman at the 
University of Illinois Chicago Circle 
Campus can read no better than the 
average eighth grader”. And another 
article in the Detroit News last August 
tells us “By most measures student 
achievement is now below the national 
average of a decade ago. “...Many 
teachers and college professors have 
become acutely aware of the shortcoming 
of students in what they bring to the 
classroom in the way of knowledge about 
mathematics, history the English 
language and other subjects.” 

One may ask “ARE THE SCHOOLS 
DOING THEIR JOB?” 

It is true that some families do not fulfill 
their responsibility to educate their 
children as far as giving them proper sex 
education. But most families are trying 
very hard to train their children to accept 
certain values regarding sex based on 
religion, tradition or family customs. And 
we strongly feel that the teaching of birth 
control in the schools would interfere with 
this intention since no moral instruction 
can accompany birth control education in 
the public schools. 

The Research Task Force of HOW, Inc. 
had spent many years researching 
educational, governmental documents, 
reports of eminent doctors, teachers, and 
parents. 

We have studied the dangers of the 
various contraceptive devices, as well as 
the newly discovered effects and side 
effects of the contraceptive pill. And we 
can not in good conscience support a bill 
that would cause our most precious 
possession, our children, to be used as 
guinea pigs. 

Parents are often disturbed when they 
learn that sex education is often given 
without required parental permission and 
is “bootlegged” under such misleading 


titles as “human growth and develop- 
ment”, Practical arts, Home Economics 
etc. 

In view of these considerations we 
sincerely urge you to vote “no” to a bill 
that many feel is a usurpation of parent’s 
rights.

Sheriff’s deputies will assume those duties 
with the State of Michigan bearing the cost. 
Just prior to our summer recess the 
Legislature agreed to re tain the State Police 
freeway patrols but proposed a $1 million 
grant toWayne County, the establishment of 
a special committee to study police services 
and a $6 million appropriation to fund any 
recommendations made by that committee 

While the Governor has opposed most of 
the agreements reached between the House 
and Senate, we will contime to work on the 
problems so they are resolved when the 
Legislature reconvenes in mid-September. 

I believe the people of Michigan can be 
pleased with the work of the Legislature and 
the 1977-78 budget for a number of reasons. 

First, we were able to meet our self im- 
posed deadlines in preparing the 1977-78 
budget prior to our summer recess. While 
this may seem inconsequential to the 
average citizen, the tentative budget 
agreement will prove beneficial to state 
agencies. Those agencies will now have 
more time to effectively plan for the ser- 
vices they must provide during the coming 
year as the next fiscal year does not begin 
until October 1, 1977. 

Second, by approving the budget on 
schedule the Legislature is now at liberty to

Talk about 
unfair

WASHINGTON - (CNF) - I have a 
friend in the publishing business who for 14 
years has been sending out the books he 
prints through the post office at the book 
rate. Officials have regularly inspected 
and approved these shipments, recently 
Chuck was notified they ’d redesignated his 
publication as a catalog because it gives 
data on all Congressmen and their staffs, 
and must be mailed at a higher rate. 
Furthermore he must now pay the dif- 
ference in postage for what he’s mailed the 
past 14 years. 

The story was told at a National 
Research Council workshop about a man 
faced with high fuel costs. He thereupon 
worked out a plan to drill shallow wells in 
nearby coal fields to help relieve a 
methane problem they were having, then 
gather th is gas. process it for use in a plant 
he owned, at half the cost of what he was 
paying for ful. But he had to cross a state 
line, which made him subject to federal 
officials, who banned the project because 
they considerd the gas cost too high. The 
methane continues to endanger the miners 
and pollute the air. 

Then there was the man who made a 
little money and invested in a small gas 
well in LouEiana He was offered a con- 
tract The federal officials involved said 
they’d authorize a rate 20 per cent less 
than he’d been offered, give him a 
“temporary” permit, which meant they 
could at any time decide to lower the rate 
and require him to repay the difference on 


all he’d invested and forg?t it; whereupon 
he was issued a “permanent” certificate, 
which was to protect him against 
retroactive rollbacks. The well was 
eventually abandoned; the return 'did not 
pay even for the cost of drilling. 

Thereupon, lo and behold, our investor 
received a letter from U.S. officials, 
saying they had rolled back the price 
another 25 per cent, and that he owed 
something over $40,000 plus interest. This 
amateur gas driller protested he’d been 
given a “permanent” certificate and they 
couldn’t do this to him Oh yes they could, 
the reply came back They’d canceled his 
permanent certificate and not notified 
him. So pay up. 

Some months back, Dow Chemical 
reported federal regulations cost it $14 
million a year The company thought $87 
million justified, believed $50 million was 
due to excessive regulation and $10 million 
more of questionable value. 

In the end, you and I pay. Producers 
pass these costs on 

The problem does not seem to lie in 
regulations necessary for our safety and 
welfare, but rather in rulings of doubtful 
value, kept on the books nevertheless 

Even more onerous and costly are ar- 
bitrary’ decisions by minor officials hidden 
in the bureaucracy — men we cannot 
reach as ordinary citizens — whose 
opinions, however costly and senseless, 
can be overcome only by expensive lob- 
byists or through lengthy legal battles

CHAPTER VII, ARTICLE 5 

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER VII, ARTICLE 5 
(MECHANICAL AMUSEMENT DEVICE ORDINANCE) 
BY THE AMENDMENT AND ADDITION OF 
CERTAIN PROVISIONS THERETO. 


WHEREAS : The City of Romulus deems it in the best interest of the citizens 
of Romulus and in the best interest of the children living in the City of 
Romulus to amend the regulation and licensing of the distribution and 
operation of mechanical amusement devices and to provide a penalty for 
violation thereof. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

1. Section 4.00 is hereby amended by adding subsection 4.11 as follows : 

Y , \ 1 • i 

Section 4.11 In addition to the above the applicant for an exhibitor license 
shall submit a petition setting forth that he desires to operate five (5) or 
more mechanical amusement devices, the proposed location thereof and the 
number of mechanical amuse ment devices which will be contained therein. 
The petition shall be signed by all of the residents within 600 feet of said 
location, with an indication of approval or disapproval of the proposed 
operation. 

If 51 percent of the residents within 600 feet of the proposed site approve its 
operation, the City Clerk may issue the license, if the requirements for an 
“exhibitor” license have been met. 

If 51 percent of the residents within 600 feet of the proposed site do not 
approve of its operation, the license may only be issued pursuant to a 
majority vote of the City Council, after a hearing at which the burden to 
show that the operation will not unduly disrupt the surrounding neigh- 
borhood in any manner shall be on the applicant. 

2. Section 10.00 is hereby amended as follows: 

Section 10.00 LICENSE FEES. The following license fees shall be paid to the 
City Treasurer annually at the time the application for or renewal of license 
is applied for in the following amounts: 


Distributor’s License 
Exhibitor’s License 

Mechanical Amusement Device License 


$ 100.00

25.00 per machine 


The foregoing fees are payable in like amount for the renewal of each of 
the foregoing licenses upon the filing of proper application therefor. After 
any of such fees have been paid no refunds will be payable to the applicant. 
All licenses shall be issued for one (l) year, or less, and shall expire on 
December 31st of each year unless sooner revoked. There shall be no pro 
ration of license fees. 

3. Section 15.00 is hereby amended by adding the following sub-sections: 
Section 15.01. OPERATION. 


a. Conduct on Premises. No Exhibitor or any servant, agent, or employee 
of an Exhibitor shall permit upon the premises: 

(1) Any disorderly persons as defined in Romulus Ordinance No. 71-23 
entitled in short “Disorderly Persons Ordinance.” 

(2) Any violation of Romulus Ordinance Chapter X, Article 1, entitled 
“Omnibus Penal Code." 

(3) Any gambling, or the use, possession or presence of gambling 
paraphernalia. 

(4) Any consumption of alcoholic beverages by persons under 18 years of 
age. 

(5) Any violation of Romulus Ordinance No. 71-59 entitled “Narcotic And 
Dangerous Substances.” 

(6) Permit intoxicated persons to loiter on the premises. 

(7) Permit any persons under the age of 16 years to be upon the premises 
after 10:00 P.M., unless accompanied by a parent or legal guardian. 

(8) Any violation of Romulus Ordinance Chapter X, Article 9 entitled 
"Curfew Ordinance.” 

(9) Any violation of Romulus Ordinance Chapter X, Article 9.1 entitled in 
short “Amended Curfew Ordinance.” 

(10) Permit loud noise or music to emerge from the licensed premises 
which is distrubing to the surrounding area. 

b. Any licensee, owner or servant, agent or employee thereof shall 
presumptively be deemed to have permitted the conduct enumerated above 
if it occurs on the premises. 


Section 15.02. NUMBER OF REPLAYS ALLOWED BY ANY MECHANICAL

4. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict herewith are repealed 
only to the extent necessary to give this Ordinance full force and effect.

Polish guest loves 'baseball, hot dogs—'

Since his arrival, Chris has been part of a continuous ‘tour’’ including the

He has a few “firsts" recorded in his memory such as his introduction to the 
all-American hot dog while on a cruise to Bob-lo and his first taste* of pizza 
while trying his luck with one of the electronic games at Little Caesar’s.

Dedicated to the state’s 13 
astronauts with family and-or 
educational ties, the Michigan Space 
Center opened its doors to the public 
May 7. 

An 85 -foot Mercury Redstone 
Rocket in front of t he bu ildmg greets 
visitors, and after passing through a 
transition tunnel, individuals can 
trace the history' of rocketry from 
early efforts to the future. 

Exhibits include the original 
Apollo 9 capsule commanded by 
Jackson astronaut James A. Mc- 
Divitl, moon rock, original Gemini, 
Mercury and Apollo space suits, a 
lunar surveyor, Mariner satellite 
and many other items. 

An astro-theatre, canopied by a 
giant Apollo 9 parachute, features 
lectures and films related to space 
exploration Other small screens 
located throughout the center ex- 
plain the Mercury, Gemini and 
Apollo flights and the benefits 
derived from outer space ex- 
periments 

Display's in the Center will change 
periodically, as new exhibits 
become available from NASA, the 
Smithsonian Institution and other 
space centers. Other displays will be 
constructed and purchased 

The center is more than a 
museum Its goal is education, not 
only tc the on-campus students but 
to the school children of Michigan 
and the general public. 

On-campus students are obtaining 
on added dimension in education — 
learning not only about the past and 
presen', but also the future where 
they will be spending the rest of their 
lives. 

An experiment prepared by two 
JCC engineering students may be 
orbiting the Earth in 1979. The 
project is under consideration by 
NASA to include in a Long Duration 
Exposure Facility satellite to be put 
into space by the space shuttle 

The experiment will test the ef- 
fects of w eightlessness on a disease 
causing bacteria, Clostridium 
perfringers The bacteria, which 
thrives under airless conditions, is a 
cause of intestinal flu 

The geodesic dome is 40 feet high 
and covers approximately 12,000 
square feet. The building is warmed 
w ith radiant heat from electric mats 
buried in a bed of sand beneath the 
concrete slab floor. 

Interior lighting comes from 10 
1,000 watt flood lights, grouped in 
pairs around the building and 
reflecting off the ceiling There are 
no permanent inside walls. The 
center can change shape as it 
evolves, providing more room for 
exhibits or expanding the gift shoo, 
if necessary. The white, ceiling in- 
sulation is made of recycled 
newspaper ground into pulp and 
bleached, reflecting the en-

vironmentaiiy conscious design of Th 
the building. 

The center is the brainchild of its 
director, Charles E. Gass. 

In 1971, the City of Jackson 

sponsored a sign contest which Gass 
entered The purpose was to come 
up with a design promoting Jackson 
as the “Home of Astronauts James 
McDivitt and A1 Worden”. 

Gass’ idea of a cement structure 
with an attached space module 
placed second. But because he felt 
that more than a billboard was 
needed as a lasting tribute, he began 
searching for support for first an 
Astronauts' Museum and then the 
Space Center. 

A committee of interested Jackson 
residents was formed in 1972. After 
years of planning and evaluating 
sites, the committee chose the 
college for the building The state 
agreed to finance half of the $750,000 
structure with JCC picking up the 
other half 

Several industires in Jackson have 
been directly involved in the space 
program, making parts which have 
circled the earth and even gone to 
the moon Parts are still being used 
in satellites and for the Space 
Shuttle program The Redstone 
Rocket in front of the Center was 
built by Chrysler Corp. in Warren 

The Center will act as a dispenser 
of up-to-date space technology to 
local businesses and industry, as 
well as to JCC students and the 
visiting public.

himself Non-verbal hope can be 
conveyed, but it must be on a 24 hour 
a day basis, as part of day-to-day 
living The older senior has a short 
attention span. Give simple in- 
structions, enunciate clearly and 
repeat as often as necessary. Don’t 
speak to him as if he were a child, 
and make it clear you expect him to 
act like an adult. 

Be patient . The older adult needs a 
calm environment and set routine. 
If he becomes confused, don’t let 
him remain that way; don’t accept 
rambling speech and actions. Bring 
him back to the present by being as 
firm as necessary. Be sincere and 
consistent, and reward by touch. 

Try to keep him occupied. All 
humans need a reason to get up, a 
reason to function. Remember the 
five senses diminish with age. Reds, 
oranges, and other bright colors are 
seen most clearly. 

There are four basic needs of the 
aging: 

(1 ) Survival needs— food, shelter, 
clothing, etc. 

(2) Contributive needs — all 
humans want to feel they are con- 
tributing something to other family 
members. 

(3) Participating neecfc — they 
must feel part of the family struc- 
ture. 

(4 ) The fourth need is broken down 
into three parts — the ability to face 
death, preparation for tran- 
scendence and end of life meaning. 
A person with strong beliefs can 
better accept this phase of life, for 
what is this life, but a training 
ground for the next phase we shall 
all someday enter. 

While helping the senior, 
remember other members of the 
family have rights, too. Don’t allow 
the senior member to violate those 
rights 

The “Reality Training Course” 
was offered at the Veterans Ad- 
ministration Hospital in Allen Park, 
where they are taking forward steps 
in the total care of the elderly 
patient.

chairman, the indoor-outdoor 
restoration complex now is among 
the most popular such attractions in 
the world, last year drawing more 
than 1.7 million visitors. 

The re-arrangment. part of a $16 
million long-range development 
program begun in 1969, is scheduled 
for completion in 1979, when the 
Institute will observe its 50th an- 
niversary. 

Although the decorative arts 
galleries in the front of the museum 
will not be affected at this time, 
Ford said, the project will involve all 
seven of the museum’s other prin- 
cipal curatorial areas — tran- 
sportation, communication, 
lighting, power, machinery, home 
arts and agriculture 

He emphasized that the museum 
“will remain open and in full 
operation” during the course of the 
project. 

“In fact, no large section of any 
curatorial area will be closed en- 
tirely to public view/’ he added 
“Even while work is going on, 
visitors will be able to see what is 
taking place. 

“Every effort will be made to 
avoid having work that’s in any way 
disruptive take place during those 
times of the year when attendance is 
particularly heavy — in the summer 
months, for example.” 

Although the building itself w r ill 
not be expanded, the project will 
provide “perhaps as much as 20 
percent more display space” with 
the elimination of storage space 
within the museum. 

To replace that storage space, a 
new study and storage center is 
being built which will house “study” 
collections that will continue to be 
accessible to researchers and others 
having a special interest. 

Ford said the addition of several 
new shops to the present Street of 
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Shops will “make it possible to put 
on public display a number of 
special collections the museum has 
amassed over the years but which it 
has rarely had adequate space to 
show.” 

A common reaction among 
museum visitors, he said, is that 
“many of them have no idea how 
much there is to see and how' long 
they should have planned to stay”. 

“We can’t add any more hours to 
the day, and it isn’t practical for the 
museum and village to become 
round-the-clock operations.” he 
added, * *so we propose to do the next 
best thing as far as the museum is 
concerned. Without changing the 
basic character of the collections, 
we ll arrange them to illustrate 
significant aspects of American 
history and technology more clearly 
and concisely than is possible w'ith 
our present arrangement.” 

i fie re-arrangment will treat key 
collection objects in what Ford 
described as a “representational” 
way. 

He pointed out that, instead of 
being arranged in categories, ob- 
jects of the same period will be 
grouped together to “demonstrate 
how- Americans lived and worked at 
various times in history.” 

The project also calls for ex- 
panded labeling and signage, the 
refurbishing of all display cases and 
the installation of a completely new’ 
display system throughout the 
Mechanical Arts Hall. Color coding 
also will be introduced to identify the 
various curatorial areas 

Focal point displays will be in- 
stalled in those areas to “highlight 
some of the treasures in the museum 
collections” Objects shown in those 
displays will be changed 
periodically “in order to expose the 
greatest number to the visiting 
public”.

Spinning his way to fame 


Ex-Inkster High eager Monty Lynn 
Upthegrove is the center attraction 
during the Professional All-Star 
Basketball Game, here at 
Milwaukee, Wis on Sunday, Feb. 13.

The Spinner

Monte Lynn Upthegrove probably spins a basketball better than 
any eager in the world. 

And the 25-year-old former Inkster High athlete has done “his 
thing” before millions of TV audiences on the national networks 
during the All-Star games. 

'Lynn the Spin’ can twirl the ball on his finger and go in for a 
layup, 'dunk' and ‘hook’ and do almost anything he wants with a 
basketball while it’s spinning on his finger or fingers. 

“I love basketball,” Upthegrove said, “but I was never really a 
‘star’ as they say, so I had to specialize. What I did was to learn to 
spin the ball as few players have ever accomplished.” 

One of the reasons why Monte never made it on the high school 
scene was that he took up basketball when he was 16-years-old, too 
late to develop the skills that most youngsters learn at about the 
time they begin to walk. 

And, in high school, Inkster coach George Thomas Jr. had an 
abundance of talent in the late sixties and in 1970. The Vikings had 
such players as all-stater Eartha Faust, William Ealey and Hickey 
Hatcher along with Duane Fox. 

Upthegrove rode the bench most of his three years on varsity. 
“When you have players like Faust and Ealey around, well guys 
like me were inserted in the game after we had a 15 point lead or 
when we were trailing by 15— and that didn’t happen very often,” 
Monte candidly admits. 

But the 6-1, 170-pound athlete wasn’t ready to toss in the towel. 
He caught the eye of scouts fron\ the Harlem Diplomats, a 
touring semi-professional team that copied the cage antics of the 
uncomparable Harlem Globetrotters. 

“Each of the Diplomats had a speciality,” Upthegrove said, “and 
Diplomat coach Dick Harvey told me I would have to develop 
something that was eye-catching, so I began to spin the ball.” 

And Monty learned that the trick came effortlessly to him and he 
began to spin while “dunking the ball” and “driving in for a layup”, 
“behind his back” - and you name it, he can do it with the ball. 

In fact, “Lynn the Spin” became so good that CBS invited him to 
do his thing as a halftime show of the All-Star games. Upthegrove 
says he was a bit nervous during his first appearance, but the 
celebrated spinner had padded his act down so that “I’ve become 
nearly a model of steadiness.” 

But there is no financial ecstacy over his success. 

For his performance on TV he wasn’t paid — the only monetary 
payment came from Wilson’s, the manufacturer of athletic goods 
and equipment who promised him $100 every time he used a Wilson 
basketball during his act on national TV. 

However, Upthegrover has been invited to several summer 
basketball camps when he shows off his skills. 

Married to Pamela, the Upthegroves have four children — 
Marcus and Michele, twins born last year, Emerson, who is five 
and Terri, 2. 

Upthegrove practices his spinning act some six hours a day and 
someday hopes the act will develop into a duo with Karen Logan of 
Phoenix, Arzonia. Ms. Logan also has learned the fine art of 
twirling the basketball on her fingers and body. 

“We’re talking about during our act together,” Monty says, “but 
there isn’t anything definite. We’re in the stage of just talking.” 

For all anyone knows, that could be the start of the first 
professional “spinning” basketball team. 


The lastest school district to send out an S.O.S. to its electorate 
and coaches to help save high school athletics is North Dearborn 
Heights which houses Riverside High School. 

Riverside, one of the smaller schools, ( it’s Class B) is a respected 
adversary in the Tri-Conference, and if an Aug. 29 millage should 
be turned down, the board has no alternative but “to cut back on its 
programs and cut out high school sports.” 

That’s the word from George A. Leonard, superintendent of 
schools in the district. 

“We have asked our residents to approve a 5-mill , one year levy 
which would maintain the present programs,” Leonard said “That 
would raise nearly $300,000 of our $3 million budget. 

“However, if the levy should be turned down, then we won’t be 
fielding any teams this year in the Tri-River League,” he added. 

That would mean the league would be minus two high schools — 
Garden City, which earlier rejected a millage to salvage a score of 
programs — and Riverside. 

Supt. Leonard said he realized that most high schools begin their 
football program a couple of weeks into August. He said that he 
would ask his coaches to volunteer their services during the month. 

“There is a stipulation, though,” he stressed. “We’re telling them 
that they will have to work on a voluntary basis and if the millage 
passes, they’ll be reimbursed. 

“However, if the voters turned down the levy, then they won’t get 
paid.” 

Leonard pointed out that he “didn’t know which way the board 
would turn if the voters rejected the levy. 

“I really don’t know if we would do what they did in Garden City 
and just foreget about sports for one year or let our booster clubs 
raise the money as some districts have done.” 

Which ever way they turn, NDH’s athletic program - like many 
others - is in jeopardy.

For the tent camper there are 
several small campsites in four 
different parts of the state forest 
that covers over 60 percent of the 
island. 

Gravel roads and trails interlace 
the island providing many miles of 
solitude for the bicyclist and back- 
packer. Ham McNichols of Oscoda 
was backpacking while I was there. 
He spends many days each year on 
the island, is planning many more, 
and he’s 73 years old. 

Waterfowl and other bird and 
animal life abound, and the deer 
herd is on the rebound, producing 
more fine bucks each fall. 

Bois Blanc boast three lakes for 
the fisherman and many a nice pike 
and smallmouth bass a re taken each 
year.
